The largest transfer of mining prop-

Wilbur E. Sanders, the noted 
copper expert of Butte, represented 
the buyers, and the price paid under 
bond 
approximates 
$130,000. 
The 


greater part of the -money, goes to D. 
W. Tungate and H. J. Caldwell of 
Los Angeles, who are the original lo- 
cators of the property, although sev- 
eral other parties held minor interests 
in the group. 


The Tungate mine is in the heart of 


the Crackerjaek copper belt, and is 
considered among the choicest prop- 
erties in the district, adjoining th? 
King Solomon claim of the Cracker- 
jack Gold Mining Company on the 
Mde line, and the Peterson grc und, 
cwned by Montana interests, on the 
end lines. 
Some of the richest oro 


found in the district has been taken 
from the Tungate mine, and the show- 
ing with the present development *s 
certainly sufficient to justify the large 
price paid for the property. 


A 140-foot tunnel has been run on 


the property, opening up a £'i'eat 
blanket ledge, the extent of whii.-h is 
not known, as the tunnel has bejn or.- 
tirely in ore for the last 30 feet. The 
values are said to run from C -.o -0 
percent copper, with about $2 values 
in gold and varying amounts in -ilyer.

all the men should go back, includ- 
ing both the boiler-makers and boiler- 
makers' helpers, with one exception. 
This exception was that of a helper 
who did not walk out with the others, 
but remained on duty in another part 
of the shops. "Under the agreement 
this man will be removed from the 
boilermaking department. 


The conference today followed the 


resignation yesterday 
of 
Foreman 


Carter of the local shops, whose re- 
moval 
was 
demanded by the local 


union because of alleged discrimina- 
tion and unfairness to union men. 


The details of the tentative agree- 


ment were telegraphed to H. J. Small, 
district superintendent of motive pow- 
er, at San Francisco, and-his approval 
of it i« awaitod. Upon receipt of this 
messages will be sent by President 
Payne to the striking: boiler-makers 
in all parts of the coast, and the men 
will return to work tomorrow morn- 
ing.
